of The Commentator, official undergraduate newspaper of Yeshiva 
College. The voluntary resignation of the rest of the enisunansented *

followed Mr. Levy’s action. 

The controversy over The Com- 
mentator was touched off when 
Norman B. Abrams, registrar of 
the Yeshiva and Talmudical 
Academy, objected to the lam- 
pooning he received in the tra- 
ditional Purim issue of the paper. 


’ He requested the editor’s resigna- 


tion, and said that he himself 
would resign from all committee 
posts he holds. 

After Mr. Levy apologized edi- 
torially, the Executive Council of 
the Yeshiva College Alumni 
Association asked Abrams to ac- 
dept the apology but he refused. 

The forced resignation of the 
editor and the voluntary resigna- 
tion of the other members of 
the governing board followed. 

The Commentator episode is 
one of several incidents which 
have rocked student-adminis‘ra- 
tion relationships during the past 
two years. The major issue has 
centered around  student-spon- 
sored versus administration-spon- 
sored affairs.

Iran Jews Secure, Back 
Nation, Says Educator 


LONDON—(N J P)—A return- 
ing official of the Alliance Is- 
raelite Francais, which conducts 
Jewish schools throughout Iran, 
said the Jewish community there 
was entirely unaffected by the 
oil crisis, it was reported in a 
dispatch in The Jewish Chronicle 
of London. 

The school official said the 
Jewish community was in com- 
plete sympathy with the position 
of the Iranians on the oil pro- 
blems.

NEW YORK—(NJP)—The controversy over kashrut at the 
new Long Island Jewish Hospital, which has been supported by 
the Reform, Conservative and Orthodox rabbinate, reached a stale- 
mate here this week as the Committee for Kashrut, an indpendent 
group of local Jewish leaders, flatly rejected a compromise offer. 


The compromise offer, made 
several weeks ago, would provide 
a special kosher kitchen for pa- 
tients demanding kosher food. 

The Committee for Kashrut 
charged that “the kashrut prom- 
ise cannot be more than kashrut 
on paper,” adding that a treifa- 
kosher hospital “is beset with too 
many complications to be a prac- 
tical arrangement.” 

Won't Meet With Committee 


In issuing the statement the 
Committee announced it had been 
rebuffed in an attempt to meet 
with the hospital authorities to 
discuss in detail the plans for 
implementation of the  treifa- 
kosher policy. 

The proposed meeting was 
termed premature by Dr. E. D. 
Rosenfeld, executive director of 
the projected institution who ex- 
plained that “we are not yet at 
that stage of development where 
we can blueprint or describe de- 
tails of such a plan. 

The hospital’s executive direc- 
tor criticized the Committee for 
assuming all along that the pol- 
icy of the authorities had been 
not to have any kosher facilities. 
He said the announcement of a 
kosher kitchen is the first ex- 
pression of official policy on 
kashrut.” 

Depends on Demand 


Dr. Rosenfeld also pointed out 
that the decision to have or not 
to have kashrut at a hospital de- 
pends ultimately not upon a com- 
munity plebiscite but wpon the 
demand “when you get into ae- 





tual operation.” 

The Committee claims that at 
least 95 per cent of the affiliated 
Jews in New York support their 
demand for kashrut at the plan- 
ned Long Island hospital.

A.) The need for a constant adjustment of dials (to regulate 
sound, intensity, focus, horizontal or vertical controls, and perhaps 
even to change stations) may lead to thoughtless or deliberate 
violations of the Sabbath. 
B.) According to the Jerusalem Talmud (also pointed out to 
me by Rabbi Jehuda Braver in “Orach Chayim’) the “hearing of 
voices” is forbidden on Shabbat. “Voices,” in this case, as I under. 
Stand it, referring to secular entertainment. 
C.) According to Tractate Shabbat, your Sabbath conversation 
and activity should differ from that of the week day, which dis. 
poses also of the possibility of having the TV twning done for 
you by a gentile. 

All of this may seem a trifle harsh to anyone who wants to 
partake of some of the more modernistic religious experiences now 
being conveyed via the ultra-high frequencies on Friday nights, 
But perhaps the rest of us will be able to find other, and more 
natural, solutions to the potential boredom of Shabbat in the 
diaspora, at least until the Sanhedrin gets into operation with a 
couple of electronics engineers on its staff. 

The “City of Hope” marathon, incidentally, is said to have 
rung up a very respectable average of over $10,000 per hour, which 
proves the advantage of Jews having been conditioned to remain 
awake on the first night of Shavuot.

“LESSON FOR JEWISH LEADERS 
IN EXPERIENCE OF DR. KNIGHT

E realization that our children’s Jewish education is lacking 
today should not make us join with those who would turn 
pack the clock and who view everything done in the past as 
ferable to the present. 

That yesteryear committed many mistakes from which we can 
profit is demonstrated clearly in the book “The 
story of My Psychoanalysis” by John Knight, 
which is discussed in the June 1 Reconstruc- 
tionist magazine. 

John Knight is a young Jewish research 
chemist from the mid-West who nearly died at 
the age of 30 from a stomach ulcer, In the in- 
tervening five years since that event, the inward 
searching on the analyst’s couch revealed that 
his emotional illness, which causes such dis- 
orders, stemmed from a miserable childhood. 
Two main reasons for this unhappiness were his tyrannical father 
and a sadistic Hebrew School teacher. 

Rabbi Roland Gittelsohn, who reviews John Knight’s story, 
describes some of Dr. Knight’s early experiences as a Jew. 

“Being a Jewish child meant only being prohibited and pun- 
jshed. He was scarred (emotionally I presume) by beatings at 
the hands of both anti-Semitic fellow students in public school and 
of a sadistic melammed in heder. His parents who gave him 
nothing of beauty or joy or pleasure to associate with being a 
Jew... prohibited every kind of boyish pleasure on Shabbat 
without providing any kind of substitute (I’ve heard similar tales 
and accusations before) and forced his attendance at incompre- 
hensible synagogue services without the slightest attempt to make 
the experience of worship a meaningful one.”

bar mitzvah “for five afternoons of the week . . . was sub- 
jected to a (Hebrew School) curriculum which was sheer torture 
to a sensitive child and which bore not the slightest relationship 
to his real life, present or future. The studies were completely 
wnrelated to the American scene .. .” ' 

In other words it is not at all impossible that the wrong kind 
of Jewish education can be worse than no Jewish education at all— 
if it only serves to alienate the child from Judaism. 

His father unconsciously aided this program of turning his 
gon away from his religion. Besides being a “stubborn, autocratic, 
dictatorial father who insisted on blind obedience,” according to 
the reviewer his most notable characteristic was his Jewishness. 

“By refusing to be a Jew he (John Knight) was refusing to 
Jove or accept that father.” 

As we have mentioned here before, the pendulum has swung 
pack toward discipline in the home as opposed to some of the 
jdeas promulgated by modern psychologists. We can learn from 
John Knight’s account that it is not as simple as that. It will 
have to be discipline, yes, children ‘minding’ parents, but with 
understanding, and patience and kindness thrown in, supported by 
all the knowledge modern research has made available on child 
training.

POT-ROASTED MEAT BALLS 
Form 1% pounds ground meat mixture into balls, and let stand 
half an hour or longer to set. Sprinkle balls with flour, if desired. 
Heat: 3 tablespoons fat in pot, add balls, and brown on all sides. 
Remove balls, and blend 1 tablespoon flour with fat in pot. Add 1 
cup hot water, soup stock or strained tomatoes. Return balls to 
pot, cover tightly, and let simmer an hour and a half. 


SWEET AND SOUR MEAT BALLS 
1 pound minced beef 
1 tablespoon matze meal

Place matzo meal in mixing bowl, and stir in % cup of the hot 
water. Mix together meat, onion, egg, salt and pepper, and add to 
mixture in mixing bowl. Form meat into small balls, place in pot, 
add rest of hot water, add sugar, raisins and lemon slices. Cover 
pot tightly, let simmer an hour or until the meat balls are done. 
Cream the fat with the potato flour, add to liquid in pot, and let 
simmer a few minutes longer until gravy is thickened and smooth. 
Very fine, sifted dry bread crumbs may be used instead of matzo 
meal and bread flour instead of potato flour, Taste gravy before 
removing from fire to make sure no taste of raw flour remains. 


VEAL BALLS 

1% pounds chopped veal 6 small potatoes, cut in 

4 tablespoons fat cubes 

% cup soft bread crumbs 6 small onions, sliced 

1 teaspoon salt 1 green pepper, chopped 

1 teaspoon chopped parsley % teaspoon pepper 

1 egg, well beaten 1 teaspoon sugar 

2 tablespoons flour % cup boiling water 
Mix together the chopped veal, 2 tablespoons of the fat, the bread 
crumbs, chopped parsley, salt and egg. Form into balls, roll in the 
fiour, and let stand half an hour or longer to set. Heat the other 
2 tablespoons fat in a pan, brown the balls. Add the remaining ine 
gredients, and a little boiling water, cover pan and bake in oven 
at 350 degrees for an hour and a half. Or this may be pot-roasted 
on top of the stove.

N ANNOUNCEMENT in the society pages 
of the New York Times of last Sunday 
telling of the forthcoming wedding of a grand- 
daughter of Felix M. Warburg in a church is 
not particularly worthy of comment, except to 
point out that most recent available figures 
show a decline in the number of intermar- 
riages. 

Just after World War I and up until the full 
impact of Hitler’s acts began to be felt within 
the Jewish group, intermarriage was on the 
upswing and although there was little to be 
done about it, it began to assume, especially 
in the smaller communities, sizeable propor- 
tions. 

The surveys conducted by The Post over the 
past year, in a series of mid-sized Jewish com- 
munities have revealed unmistakably a decline 
in the number of intermarriages. In fact, a 
survey of Huntington, W. Va., which is to be 
published within the next few weeks, a com- 
munity sequestered more or less in West Vir- 
ginia, yet an old and an honored Jewish 
community, shows only one intermarriage in 
the past three years. 

If intermarriage is really on the decline (the 
Sporadic surveys by The Post cannot be taken 
as scientific evidence of the decline throughout 
the U.S.) then what does this indicate, if any- 
thing? Is this just a temporary reversal, or is 
it in reality, a definite trend?

E. DEMAND for a greater role of the 

rabbinate in making decisions in Ameri- 
can Jewish life, as made by Rabbi Max David- 
son, president of the Rabbinical Assembly 
(Conservative) of America is nothing new. 
It has been heard almost every year in recent 
years. 

But this has nothing to do with the validity 
both of the call for a recognition of the rabbi 
in American Jewish life, nor the concomitant 
charge that the secular leadership, a good 
part of it wholly unconnected with the syna- 
gogue, presumes to speak for religious (as well 
as unaffiliated) Jewry in the U.S. 

But just as in nature, which abhors a 
vacuum, so in American Jewish life, the lay 
leader has stepped into a position of power 
in the Jewish group because of the default of 
the rabbinate. 

Yet neither the rabbinate or the laity expect 
any change in the situation, at least not for 
many years to come. 

Still, as long as the situation exists where 
an uninformed laity makes the decisions for 
the religious Jewish community of the U.S., so 
long will Judaism in the U.S. occupy a place of 
minimal importance. 

The significant deduction to be made is that 
the rabbinate, once it is united, has a difficult 


T IS far simpler to describe and analyse the 
position of the Progressives and the Silver-

some answer. “It must be borne in mind,” the 
report reads, “that the local Jewish commu- 
nity is very ancient. The Jews have adopted 
the Persian tongue and customs, but have re- 
tained their Jewish identity by strictly shun- 
ning conversion and intermarriage.” 

Of course The Post does not pretend to com- 
pare the environment in which Jews find them- 
selves in Iran to that of the milieu in which 
U.S. Jewry is placed, but the fact that Persian 
Jews have become completely assimilated in 
their environment, yet retained their Jewish 
identity, is significant. 

The years between World War I and World 
War II during which the Jewish community 
swung headlong without restraint towards loss 
of identification in the U.S., unbalanced the en- 
tire thinking Jewish leadership. This drive 
towards complete assimilation unnerved even 
the calmest Jewish thinkers, and what was a 
group aberration (for ample reasons) was 
taken as a norm. 

But now that the process has been stayed, 
the fallacious thinking of ten and twenty years 
ago has become apparent. Judaism has enough 
to offer as a way of life even to the most in- 
different Jew, and its heritage has so much to 
give in these days of crisis on crisis, that al- 
most any Jew can find fulfillment in Judaism 
and within the community. 

There is still a long way to go, and many 
pitfalls before the stage of serenity is reached 
by the Jewish group, but the crisis has been 
passed, and the unbuilding has now begun.

struggle-on its hands if it intends to exercise 
the influence in the American Jewish commu- 
nity its position warrants. 


First, of course, there must be some form of 
cooperation between the three wings of Ju- 
daism.

Fund-raising will not occupy the vaunted place 
it now holds in the Jewish group, which will 
mean the eclipse of the Jewish professionals, 


who fifty years from now, will be going into 
the rabbinate anyway.

THE EDITOR'S CHAIR 


RE are some current mis- 
understandings about the 
correctness of the position the 
Zionist Organization of America 
has taken in relationship with its 
sister party in Israel. 

The ZOA has a perfect right, 
just as have the Labor Zionists 
or the Mizrachi to want to see 
their kind of Jewish state estab- 
lished in Israel, 

Nor is there anything inherent- 
ly wrong in this attitude. Like 
the American Federation of La- 
bor and the CIO which assist the 
Labor Party in England, not only 
morally and spiritually, but finan- 
cially too, the American Zionist 
groups have traditionally provid- 
ed aid for their kind of Zionists 
in Israel. 

As for Rabbi Silver and his 
campaign to build up the General 
Zionist Party in Israel and win 
the presidency of the World Zion- 
ist Organization, this too is per- 
fectly legitimate. In fact were 
the opposite true, did Rabbi Sil- 
ver eschew the presidency of the 
WZO and have little interest in 
the furtherance of General Zion- 
ism, then he would be less of a 
Zionist than Ben-Gurion. 

Much of the friction between 
the ZOA and the dominant party 
in Israel, the Mapai, is due to 
this tug of war for political dom- 
inance. It is politics, and it needs 
no emphasizing to an American, 
that politics can often express 
itself in activities which have no 
relationship to either altruism or 
ethics. 

The Post may or may not 
agree with the views and politi- 
cal goals of the General Zionist 
Party of Israel as it is now con- 
stituted, and The Post may agree 
with the Progressives both here 
and in Israel, and The Post may 
hold with Rudolph Sonneborn, 
Louis Lipsky et al, that the ZOA 
should steer clear of any party 
entanglements, but all this has 
nothing to do with the correct- 
ness of the action of the ZOA.

HE announcement of the 

marriage of a granddaugh- 
ter of Felix M. Warburg ina 
church may cause some stir in 
Jewish circles. Mr. Warburg is 
looked upon as one of the giants 
of the preceding Jewish genera- 
tion in the USS. 

I don’t get excited about these 
losses, principally because I 
know they are inevitable in a 
society like the kind in which 
we live. Where the barriers are 
lifted for the Jews and _ inter- 
course with the non-Jew becomes 
the norm, marriages between Jew 
and non-Jew are inevitable, al- 
though they seem to be declin- 
ing. ' 

But one phase of intermarri- 
age which for reasons which are 
understandable, does not seem 
to have been given prominence 
are the many people who are 
being brought into Judaism by 
marriage. It is not at all uncom- 
mon, and I know the case of 
one non-Jewess who headed three 
Sisterhoods in thr@e_ different 
cities as her husband’s perigri- 
nations took her from city to 
city, for a non-Jewish woman to 
assume position of leadership in 
the Jewish community. 

In addition to working in the 
Jewish group, many of these 
converts are more deeply relig- 
ious than Jewish women who 
were born into the faith. 

Rabbi Jacob Chinitz of Pon- 
tiac, Mich., tells an interesting 
story in this connection, which 
some might think is apocryphal, 
but which The Post is inclined 
to believe is completely factual. 

“A woman was receiving in- 
structions, from a rabbi for the 
purpose of conversion to Juda- 
ism. The young lady happened 
to be employed in a chain gro- 
cery as supervisor of the meat 
section. Having just learned all 
about Kashruth, she was deeply 
shocked when Jewish women 


bought non-kosher meats to 
their husbands and children, 

“She spoke to these w, 
and remonstrated with them, 

“How can You do such P 
thing—in violation of your re 
ligion?” 

“Eventually she was dismi 
from her position. Reason: she 
was molesting the customers,

My position found surprising 
support at the recent Convention 
whose delegates apparently came 
unprepared for the debate that 
developed. Nevertheless a sub- 
stantial opposition to the admin- 
istration resolution grew to a 
total, as I recall, of some 129

votes after more than 100 dele- 
gates had supported the Alkow 
resolution. 


The whole history of the Zion- 
ist movement in America and the 
inclination, in my opinion, of the 
vast majority of its members, re- 
quire us to be a general Zionist 
organization and not a sect. By 
becoming a sect, the ZOA is bound 
to lose its place in the American 
Jewish Community and alienate 
a growing majority of Jews 
whom we seek to bring into serv- 
ice for Israel here. 

In my opinion, if the ZOA be- 
comes a sect, it will alienate 
American Zionists from the great 
majority of Jews in Israel. It may 
be, that from a monetary par- 
tisan point of view, one segment 


or another of the political seg- 
ments in Israel would like to see 
support for their special point 
of view from a corresponding 
number of Zionists in the United 
States. But in the overall picture, 
when the Jews of Israel are con- 
cerned with totality of their sov- 
ereignty as a nation, they will 
learn to resent bitterly any inter- 
ference from us in America. 

I hope to be at the forthcom- 
ing Zionist Congress and would 
like to feel that I go to Israel as 
a general Zionist, with a small 
“eg”. I think that the general 
Zionist, with a small “g”, has a 
greater responsibility for Israel 
and a greater responsibility in 
Israel than one who insists that 
the word “General” must be 


spelled with a capital “G”. 

By turning back the tradition 
of a half century of American 
Zionism, we are bound to end 
the growth of the ZOA and may 
lead to an estrangement be- 
tween the ocmmunity in Israel 
and the Jewish community of 
America. Despite the vote at the 
convention, I have every hope 
that we shall succeed somehow 
in avoiding that particular pitfall, 
knowing how desperately Israel 
and America need unity of action 
in order to best serve Israel] with 
strength. 


I am leaving on Friday per 
S.S. Queen Elizabeth for England 
where I shall spend several weeks 
on my personal business and 
then plan to proceed to Israel.

There have been many pictures on Israel, but few with so 
much restraint, delicacy and faithfulness to the realities of the 
country as Tent City, written and produced by Baruch Dienar. 
I saw it, the other day at a showing arranged by the United 
Palestine Appeal. The UPA is distributing the picture all over the 
country. 

I was in “Tent City” myself. It was early in October 1950, 
just about two days before Succoth. We drove in with Rose Wein- 
berg of Chicago to Beth-Lydd and later to Ein-Shemer, two large 
immigrant c@mps. We spent some time in each one of the two. 
As we sat down to lunch, with the staff, a big mustaschioed 
fellow, addressed us somewhat belligerently: 

“When are you, American Jews, going to start coming?” 

The fellow—a very likeable young man—was we learned a 
German who came in with the youth aliyah and fought in the war 
of liberation. He was now spending his time at the most nerve- 
wracking job of looking after newcomers—Yemenite Jews, Iraqi 
Jews, Rumanian Jews and what not—-placging them in tents, finding 
work and permanent homes for them. His name, we learned, was 
Yitzhak. 

A few days later, I went to Beth-Lydd again, this time with 
Moshe Davis and Sylvia Berger of the Eternal Light. We spent 
two days at the camp, including Simchat Torah. And we spent 
much time with the Iraqi Jews, in their synagogue, in their tents, 
dancing with the Torah to their singing and clapping. 

Now, on the screen ,there was Yitzhak again, smiling, working, 
looking after the newcomers, his own German Jews and _ Iragi 
Jews, whom he placed into the same tent.

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Conceit, Lack of Restraint, Manners of Israelis Criticized by Writer 


JERUSALEM—(NJP)—The inevitable emphasis 
on freedom in a pioneering nation has a deleterious 
effect on morals and manners and the culture of 
Israel, the Israelis were told by Yehoshua Manoach, 
in Hapoe'el Hatza’ir, organ of the powerful Labor 
Party. 

“Slogans of freedom and equality... have infested 
themselves in the standards of behavior illustrated 
by the spectacle of a healthy well set-up boy or girl 
glued firmly to their seats in the bus and a frail old 
man standing up in front of them,’ Manoach 
charged. 

He said, “They will not get up for him. That is 
equality.” 

What About Those Sleeping? 

“Young people will sing at the top of their voices 
at a late hour disturbing people’s sleep. That is 
freedom.” 

Manoach charged cynically that they “have free- 
dom to sing; but the others have no freedom to 


Declaring that “everyone is a law unto himself,” 
the writer said “our whole (Israeli) world has come 
to be untrammelled and free of restraints. There 
are no limits or boundaries; nothing is prohibited.” 
He charged that from the point of view of welding 
the returning members of the Jewish people in the 
Homeland into one nation and forging a unified cul- 
tural pattern, there is social anarchy.” 

The conceit of the Israelis came,in for some 
sharp criticism from Manoach. Pointing out that 
“We have surrounded ourselves with false glamour 
and immerse ourselves daily in rivers of glory,” he 
said: “We are accustomed to patting ourselves on 
the back, and every incident is enshrouded in an at- 
mosphere of extravagant eulogy.” 

“Everyone is indebted to us. We are indebted to 
no one. Everyone should express his gratitude to 
us, and we are free of all obligation.” 

“In short,” Manoach insisted, “we have abrogated 
old values and created nothing new to replace them.” 


us to realize that a life without restraints and limits, 
without duties and social and cultural prohibitiong 
is impracticable in the world that is coming into 
being before our eyes.” 

He called for placing the Sabbath, which he 
termed “the greatest creation of our people” in the 
foreground of our cultural life.

Rabbis See No Gain 
In Merger of 2 Bodies 


NEW LONDON—The 62nd an- 
mual parley of the Central Con- 
ference of American Rabbis con- 
cluded here with the re-election 
to the presidency of Dr. Philip S. 
Bernstein. 

In his speech of acceptance, 
Rabbi Bernstein declared that 
Jewish history had reached a 
turning point with the establish- 
ment of Israel and that, hereaft- 
er, American Jewry must find 
strength from within rather than 
seeking it from abroad. Hence- 
forth, he said, “whatever life 
“American Jewry will have, must 
be created and sustained by the 
American Jewish community or 
there will be none.” 

Merger Ruled Out 

The possibility of a merger of 
Reform and Conservative Juda- 
ism was ruled out by four speak- 
ers in a symposium, with no ad- 
vantages seen by the combination 
of the two wings of Judaism at 
the present time. 


Rabbi Leon D. Feuer of Toledo, 
©., said such a merger would 
only lead to bigness, not bring a 
solution to the many problems 
faced by the two groups. 

He said Jewish history is re- 
plete with instances of how riv- 
alries when carried on a high 
plane “functioned as balancing 
forces in maintaining both a 
gourd and progressive Judaism.” 

Time Not Ripe 

Rabbi James G. Heller said the 
thme was not ripe for proposals 
of merger. He urged close co- 
eperation between the Central 
€onference and the Rabbinical 
Assembly, representing the Con- 
servative rabbinate, in the fields 
ef social justice, projects in rela- 
tion to Israel and textbooks for 
seligious schols. 

Rabbi Robert Gordis, saw in the 
existence of the two movements 
“a system of checks and balances 
ef vitally necessary tension be- 
tween the innovators and pre- 
servers, upon which true prog- 
Ress depends.’ 

“One school of thought,” he 
added, “will continue to stress the 
Pule of free experimentation in 
religion without the limitations 
imposed by Jewish tradition” The 
other will emphasize the disci- 
pline of lay as a constructive and 


educative force in the life of the 
individual and his peaple and 
the inherent capacity for growth 
within the framework of that 
tradition.” : 


Jews, Catholics Clash 


Over Release-Time 

NEW YORK—(NJP)—The Jew- 
ish group and the Catholic 
Church this week found them- 
selves publicly opposing each 
othe: on the important question 
of release-time religious instruct- 
ion. 

The controversy arose over a 
resolution of the Central Confer- 
ence of American Rabbis, passed 
at its annual canference last 
week, opposing the release-time 
plan. Under this plan nearly 
2,000,000 school children through- 
out the U.S. are released from 
school for religious education. 

Msgr. John Middleton, secre- 
tary to powerful Cardinal Spell- 
man, took issue with the stand 
of the Reform rabbis in a state- 
ment in the New York Times. 
He asserted that the Reform 
Rabbis were not speaking for 
the American Jewish community, 
many parts of which were not 
in‘ agreement with it. 

AdCongress Enters Dispute 

The American Jewish Congress 
stepped into the picture with a 
statement by its administrative 
committee, which met this week 
in New York, that opposition to 
release-time has been the unani- 
mous view of the American Jew- 
ish community since 1947. 

Through Rabbi Morton M. Ber- 
man, of Chicago chairman of the 
committee, the Congress pointed 
out that the Synagogue Council 
of America and the major na- 
tional Jewish civic defense 
agencies, have opposer the release 
time plan consistently. 

Both Claim Parents’ Support 

Reverend Middleton declared 
that the releasing of pupils for 
religious teaching was im con- 
formity with the wishes of the 
vast majority of parents. 

Rabbi Berman warned that 
“any effort to introduce sectarian 
religious practices or teachings 
would undermine the public 
school system, which is the major 
unifying force in our demo- 
cratic system.” That system can

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No Action On Agunah 
By Conservative Rabbis 


CONCORD HOTEL, Lake Kia- 
mesha, N.Y.—After hearing pa- 
pers from its law committee on 
the question of the agunah, the 
Rabbinical Assembly of America 
took no action on the controvers- 
ial issue at its annual convention 
here. 

The law committee also. report- 
ed approval of ‘the use of a 
clamp in circumcision, which cur- 
rently is under ban by the Ortho- 
dox Rabbis. 

Rabbi David Aronson, speaking 
on the problem of the Agunah, 
said that since marriage is sol- 
emnized with rabbinical consent, 
the rabbi also can annul a mar- 
riage. 

(The. agunah is a wife whose 
husband’s disappearance either 
through death in war, or deser- 
tion, etc., cannot definitely be es- 
tablished. Under Jewish law she 
may not remarry.) 


Rabbi Aronson urged some 
action less the present anarchy 
in relation to the agunah prob- 
lem be responsible for the com- 
plete disintegration of Jewish 
marriage laws. 

The convention reelected Rabbi 
Max Davidson as president.
